The Park Commission 
said that it had its plans and its ar- 
chitect in the audience that night to 
explain the plans but weren’t called 
on. 

Dugas and Cheever said the reason 
no questions were raised was that 
the information was contained in a 
late-filed letter and that councilmen 
hadn’t been given copies of it and 
hence weren’t aware they were ap- 
proving the park project: Cheever 


charged that Chichetto had lulled : 


them into the vote by assuring the 
councilmen that they were only 
voting on a gift of land to expand the 
playground and get the planning 
process started. 

Mayor Brindle today said that the

To the Editor of THE EAGLE:— 


From the tragic, near-fatal ac- 
cident last Thursday evening at 
Clapp Park [Eagle, May 22], all 
the residents of Pittsfield may 
draw some conclusions, without 
prematurely assigning blame. 

Teen-agers, in no generation 
noted for early-on seizing the 
burdens of mature responsi- 
bility, may conclude that their 
own safety cannot be guaran- 
teed by any laws, regulations or 
other safeguards that their par- 
ents and other elders can devise 
for their protection. The teen- 
agers should also note that acts 
of vandalism such as removal of 
fluorescent warning signs, as 
had been alleged in this case, 
may be against their own imme- 
diate and vital interests. The 
young have inescapable respon- 
sibilities to respect their own 
lives and those of others. 

Parents and other responsible 
adults might ask themselves 
whether, in addition to formal. 
schooling, their children — are 

being prepared to cope with 
problems in life that are not 
dealt with at school — and, in 
fact, cannot be taught there. In 
the present case, I happen to 
Know that this family is almost 
ideal in the way it is bringing up 
its young, yet the tragic acci- 
dent happened. How much

greater the risk for those chil- | 
dren (for that is what they still 
are, even at 17) whose parents | 
are indifferent, but who become. 
models, in a sense, of daring for | 
their peers! | 


We cannot reasonably propose 
that motorcycle drivers’ licenses _ 
should be denied to youths. The | 
most reprehensible abusers of | 
these vehicles are well up into 
their adult years. 


Legislation cannot be effective 
in curbing the natural exuber- 
ance of youth; nor would it be a 
good thing if we could, should 
we want to, restrain our boys | 
and girls from the sometimes 
too energetic practices they in- 
dulge in. All of us can remem- 
ber when, before we knew as 
much as we do now about the 
uncertainties of living, we be- 
haved differently — more 
thoughtlessly, more daringly. 
We have been fortunate to have 
outgrown these characteristics 
of youth without serious harm. 


These are thoughts that I be- 
lieve would be useful to ponder 
in the wake of this tragic occur- 
rence — tragic for the boy, for 
his family and for the entire

This re- 
striction was designed not only 
to save gasoline and wear and 
tear ‘on vehicles but to end long- 
time public criticism of those 
employees who allegedly used 
municipal vehicles for private 
purposes. :

Primarily, these were the 
hours and frequency of deliv- 
eries and where trucks would 
drive and park to make them.

Pittsfield’s new Energy Commission 
wants the city to cut municipal energy 
consumption by 25, percent in the current 
fiscal year. 

Raymond Dunlop, commission chair- 
mani, told city department heads of the 
energy conservation goal at a public 
meeting in City Hall yesterday afternoon. 
“We think 25 percent is a realistic fig- 
ure,” he said. 

In the course of the meeting, he listed a 
series of conservation measures that 


have been, or will be, recommended to 


the mayor, ranging from obvious ones 


like turning down thermostats and shut- 
ting off lights to shutting down all except 
one of the city’s school buildings at night 


| and lengthening the distance between 


school bus stops'to at least half a mile. 
The effect of the school-closing plan on 


the city’s two community schools was not 
clear, and the commission’ plans to dis- 


cuss that at greater length with school 


system personnel later in the month. 


But:.the commission’s recommenda- 
tions appear destined to have the force of 
regulation once they are acted on by 
Mayor Paul E. Brindle. In opening re- 
marks, Brindle said he plans “on throw- 
ing my full support™behind the 
commission.’

Pittsfield is applying for 
$500,000 in federal funds to build 


an urban park along North 


Street in front of the proposed — 
Pyramid mall. 

Carter Terenzini, the city’s de- 
velopment commissioner, said 
that the application was under- 
taken as part of the funding 
package already mapped out for 
the mall. 

The long narrow park, a strip 
that would run along North 
Street from the corner of West 
Street to Columbus Avenue, 


‘would contain plantings, 


benches, lawns, a platform for 
concerts and other facilities for 
pedestrians and community ac- 


tivities. 

Half the $1 million cost for the 
park would be borne by the city 

through realignment of funds 
within the $8.5 million bond is- 
sue floated for the mall — and 
half by the federal Heritage 
Conservation and _ Recreation 
Service. 


The landscaped strip would be 
called the Crane Park to perpet- 
uate the name of the Zenas 
Crane Park that was wiped out 
by urban renewal. That was the 
park located by the old railraod 
station off West Street in the 
area now.occupied by. the 
Adams Superama.

The give-a-tree program 
launched recently by the Spring- 
Side Park Greenhouse Group 
may demonstrate that it is pos- 
sible to get too much of a good 
thing, Superintendent of Parks 
and Recreation Vincent J. He- 
bert cautioned at a Parks Com- 
mission meeting Monday night.

always called out, “Congratula- 
tions! Congratulations! Give 
that young man a ticket!” 


Christine had the knack. She 
would huy several tickets to the 
game at once and, after a throw 
or two, she always found her 
rhythm. 

“That’s our champ,” Ms. Giv- 
ens Said. “She’s won seven tick- 
ets at that game.” 


Sister helps 


Only one ticket short of 15, 
Christine ran out of game slips. 
Her sister Shezi, 11, had donated 
some of her own winnings. 
Christine rushed off to buy more 
game slips like a Las Vegas rou- 
lette player running short of 
chips. 

Clowns walked about selling 
helium balloons, and many of 
the children were walking ad- 
vertisements for Allen Heights’s 
face-painting booth. 

Osceola Park had a boxing 
ring for a hand-to-hand combat 
game invented by Edmund Fer- 
riter, brother of playground di- 
rector Jodi Ferriter. For three 
tickets, each of two contestants 
received two water-filled ball- 
oons. They faced off in the ring. 
The less wet after both balloons 
were broken won two prize tick- 
ets. The more wet received one. 


Ferriter said he dreamed up 
the game on a hot day.

Why an empty playground: 


To the Editor of THE EAGLE:— 


Although I speak for myself as 
a concerned citizen and mother 
interested in the well-being and 
happiness of her children at 
play, I am confident that many 
such parents would support me. 
I request that the Park Commis- 
sion order the swings and see- 
saws put back up at Egremont 
School Park. 

My 2% year-old daughter, 
moved to tears, was the first to 
bring the absence of the swings 
to my attention last week. | 
phoned Park Superintendent 
Vincent Hebert who told me that 
due to some austerity program 
introduced last November the 
supervised program at the park 
would only run for seven weeks 
this summer officially closing on 
Aug. 10. Was it also decided to 
remove the play equipment 
along with the picnic tables, 
trash barrels and toy boxes? 
Mr. Hebert said that only those 
parks having continued pro- 
grams and superivision would 
remain open. The closest to Egr- 
emont is Sackett Brook Park. 
On the numerous occasions I’ve 
been there, I’ve yet to see any 
supervision, let alone any chil- 
dren using the facilities. 

Last spring, Egremont was 
one of the last parks to have its 
swings and seesaws put up. Mr. 
Hebert he told me that because 
of the lack of Supervision and 
the increase in vandalism, they

would not be put up until the 
parks officially opened unless 
the school’s principal commis- 
sioned otherwise. | happen to 
live back-to-back with these 
swings, and there has been no 
vandalism there this summer. 


It seems that the main issue 
here is not entertainment for our 
kids but “‘supervision.”’ If super- 
vision is the main concern of 
this commission, why aren’t the 
swings taken down during noon- 
time break and after 5 p.m. 
when the park counselors are off 
duty’? What about holidays and 
weekends? I see no reason why 
they cannot be put up soon as 
spring arrives — after all, the 
schoolchildren use them during 
recess and the teachers are on 
patrol at that time.. Aren’t they 
qualified ‘‘supervisors’’? In ad- 
dition, I see no reason why they 
can’t remain up until the first 


. snow flies. After all, there are 


many parents who take their 
children to the park on a daily 
basis whether school is in ses- 
sion or not. Don’t we classify as 
‘‘supervisors’’? 


This austerity. is absurd and 
unfair for all concerned, espe- 
cially our children. I wonder if 
taxpayers in the southeast sec- 
tion of the city are getting what 
we are paying for.

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PHS coach Pellerin blasts school, park officials 


over Wahconah Park use, other field conditions

Acting, in his words, as “both an 
irate coach and an irate taxpayer,” 
Pittsfield High varsity baseball coach 
George “Bud” Pellerin, in a telephone 
interview last night, blasted school 
and park officials for a lack of play- 
able fields in the city and some strings 
that have become attached to high 
school-games scheduled to be played 
at Wahconah Park. 

Pellerin, now in his 17th year as the 
PHS baseball boss, said he was told 
last night by school officials that his 
team would not be able to play a game 
in the city until next Wednesday, due 
to field conditions at the team’s home 
field, Clapp Park, and at other fields 
throughout the city. 

But while Pellerin was upset over 
the lack of a playing field, he seemed 
even more angered about the financial 
Situation involving games slated for 
Wahconah Park. 

The Generals are scheduled. to open 
their Berkshire Hills Conference 
schedule against Taconic at Wahconah 
Park on Saturday, April 21, and other 
games may be played there this 
spring. But Pellerin says he questions 
the direction taken by school and 
parks officials in scheduling games at 
the newly refurbished stadium.

“Sure, we want to play games at 
Wahconah,” Pellerin said. “But now 
we find out it’s: going to cost us an 
arm and a leg to play there. We never 
had to charge admissien for high 
school baseball before, but now we’ll 
have to, and that’s going to hurt. 

“It never cost anything to play at 
Clapp Park, but now we have to pay 
park cops, a park supervisor, and 
groundskeepers — all at time anda 
half because the game’s on a Satur- 
day.”’ The school will also have to pay 
two city policemen, a ticket seller and 
ticket taker at the April 21 event. The 
ticket-related positions will be marined 
by School Department personnel, 
while the city policemen work for a 
flat rate without regard to overtime 
pay. 

“We never needed these people’ be- 
fore, but now we have to hire all of 
them. I tell you, some people are go- 
ing to make some pretty good money 
off these games, and that’s not right.’’

Pellerin pointed out that previous 
school sports action at Wahconah 
Park has primarily been football. 

“It’s ridiculous to compare us to the 
football program,”’ Pellerin said. 
“They've always charged admission, 
and they’ve always drawn well be- 
cause they play strictly on weekends. 
It’s not the same thing at all, and this 


is going to hurt us, no question about 
it 99 


Pellerin indicated that he feels that 
some school officials may not want to 
see the Wahconah Park games make 
it financially. ‘I know there are 
people who would like to see us come 
out of there with a big deficit,” Pelle- 
rin said. ‘‘So they can say ‘All right, 
we tried to play at Wahconah Park, 
but we can’t do it, it costs too much 
money.’”’ 

But Edwin Grady, coordinator of 
physical education and athletics for 
the Pittsfield public schools, disagreed 
and questions whether the games will 
lose money at all. “I don’t think 
they’ll lose a great deal of money,” 
Grady said when contacted last night. 
“IT won’t say they’ll make a great deal 
of money, but I don’t think they’ll lose, 
either.’ 

Grady cautioned, however, that if 
the first couple of Wahconah Park 
games do bomb at the box office, the 
city’s prime sports facility may have 
to. be left out of the high school base- 
ball picture. ‘If we do go in there, and 
lose the first couple of times,” Grady 
commented, ‘“‘we can’t keep going 
back. That’s a simple fact of econom- 
ics. But that’s just speculation at this 
point.” 

Pellerin called for a public dis- 
closure of the names of people who 
“stand to make money off games at 
Wahconah Park,” and said that his 
concern is not just from a baseball 
standpoint. “I’m concerned as a base- 
ball coach, sure,’ Pellerin said. “But 
when you think about it, I don’t care if 
these games are played in a pasture. 
What irks me, as a taxpayer, is that I 
don’t think this park is being used the 
way it should be. I think it’s being 
‘used to the advantage of a very select 
group of people, and that’s what really 
irks me. I tell you, I’m ripping over 
this thing — really ripping.” 


While Pellerin expressed concern 
about the problems facing Wahconah

“T can’t believe it,” the PHS coach 
said. “The last few days have been 
bad, sure, but we had a good spring 
before that and nothing was done with 
these fields — nothing.” | 

Hebert said that while the ground 
was Clear of snow at a fairly early 
date, the fields still could not be re- 
paired. “It may have been clear,” He- 
bert commented, “but it still wasn’t 
workable. We couldn’t get some poles 
out of the ground at Clapp Park be- 
cause there was still frost in the 
ground. And you really can’t work a 
field into playable shape until it’s 
about 80 percent dried out on its own 
anyway.”

Pellerin charged once again that fi- | 
nancial matters have held up the prog- 
ress of field work in the city. “They | 
won't work the fields over the week- | 
end, or on Monday (Patriots Day) be- | 
cause the city won’t pay these guys | 
time and a half or double time for | 
working those days. So now we not 


only have to worry about the weather, 
we have to worry about when these 
guys are going to get around to doing 
a job that should have been done 
weeks ago,” ; 

Hebert discounted Pellerin’s finan- 
cial accusations. “That’s not really a 
concern of ours,” Hebert said. ‘I just 
won't: send men out on a wet field 
whether it’s double time or not. You 
just can’t work the fields when they’re 
in the shape they are now. It’s just not 
possible.’’ / 

Pellerin reiterated his complaint 
that no work was done on the fields 
earlier. “Somebody rode a motorcycle 
across part of the field at Clapp Park 
and tore it up,” Pellerin said. “I re- 
ported it right away, but nothing was 
done. Nothing’s been done with it yet. 

“This is ridiculous,” Pellerin said. 
“Here’s a team like Pittsfield High, 
with. what I think is a good baseball 
program, and we haven't been able to 
practice on a baseball diamond all 
year. Taconic, has beef practicing at 
South Junior High, St. Joe has been 
working out at Deming, but. we can’t 
do anything. These kids’’parents’ are 
paying taxes like everybody else, but

The plan, which is scheduled to be acted upon tonight by the 
Lee School Committee, would pit St. Joseph’s vs. Lee in a 
morning “turkey bowl” game at Wahconah Park.

A formal request will still have to be made to the Pittsfield 
Parks Commission for use of the field.

HUD ban on professional sports 
_ in the park be lifted. 


| After what Smith character- 
| ized as a “‘very thorough’’ dis- 
| cussion, HUD officials ‘‘now 
appear to be agreeable to bring- 
ing a professional team to Wah- 
_ conah,’’ Smith. said. 


Details remain 


_ Details still have to be worked 
| out, Smith said. “But we could 


| have a minor league team play- 


ing in Wahconan next summer.” 
_. The surprising reversal of 
| HUD’s position, Smith said, 
came after he told the federal 
| Officials that allowing .profes- 
| Sional sports inside the Wahco- 
'nah walls makes economic 
_ Sense. | 


| “T told them that bringing a 
| Minor league team here, with 30 
to 35 players, was like creating 
| 30 to 35 new jobs here,” Smith 
| Said. 

| The presence of a professional

Ruth teams now must bear, 
Smith said. 


| “Those teams don’t have the 
dough to pay for turning on the

Smith said that scheduling lo- 
Cal games on the same nights as 
professional games could boost 
/ attendance at both. 

‘Tm’ much more likely..to go

watch a professional game with 
him,” Smith said. 

HUD officials want to see a 
proposed schedule and an eco- 
nomic analysis before they give 
permission, Smith said. ‘‘But if 
the city wants to have.a profes- 
sional. team here,’’ he added, 

‘we Can have it.”’

Each has favorite 

Each of the skiers has a par- 
ticular favorite among the three 
events. Although the leaping ae- 
rials are the most spectacular, 
none of the three counts that 
event as a favorite. Both Tuggey 
and Angelini prefer moguls and 
Meandro’s favorite is ballet. 

“My worst is ballet,” Angelini 
grimaced. 

All agree that aerials are fun 
to do, “but I haven’t got hurt 
yet, so I still like them,” Tuggey 
said.

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Conflicting derbies 


By Theodore Giddings 


VIN HEBERT, Pittsfield’s superintend- 
ent of Parks and Recreation, is on the 
right track in suggesting that organiza- 
tions planning fishing derbies should 
make an effort to clear dates and try to 
avoid conflicts with others who are doing 
the same thing. While it’s too late to do 
anything about it this season, his pro- 
posal for a meeting next fall to check 
schedules makes a lot of sense. 

Hebert was understandably dis- 
appointed in the small turnout (56) for 
the winter-carnival derby Sunday at Pon- 
toosuc Lake. And it would have been 
even smaller had not the Turtle Club, at 
the last minute, switched its fishing event 
from Onota to Pontoosuc. The Turtles, as 
always, added color and gaiety to the 
derby and again proved themselves ex- 
pansive hosts to all who visited their 
camp on the lake. 

There were at least three other derbies 
in the area Sunday, possibly more. The 
biggest was at Hoosac Lake sponsored by 
Cheshire Rod and Gun Club. Neither that 
event nor the Pontoosuc derby drew as 
many contestants as each would have 
had they had no competition for entrants.

Participation in the winter-carnival 
derby has been slipping since 1973 when 
166 fishers registered. ¥ 

In 1974, the number dropped to 128 and 
in 1975, to 123. It picked up in ’76 when 
133 registered but fell to 94 in ’77 and to 
69 last year. 

Weather, of course, is a factor — but 
not always. In ’73, for example, the derby 


participants had to contend with a mix- 
ture of freezing rain and snow. But 63 
men, 83 boys, 18 girls and 2 women regis- 
tered and took some pretty good fish, in- 
cluding a 744-pound bass.

From time to time, there has been agi- 
tation to move the derby to Onota. Pro- 
ponents of the move think more and 
bigger catches would result, no doubt 
having in mind the record pike that have 
been caught there. 

However, there is one serious draw- 
back to the proposal. At Pontoosuc, the 
owners of the Blue Anchor Restaurant 
have always donated use of their facil- 
ities as derby headquarters. If the event 
were transferred to Onota, a mobile 
trailer unit probably would have to be 
used since there is no restaurant close to 
the shore, although the Sportsmen’s Cafe 
on Peck’s Road has been used for some 
other derbies. 

The ultimate answer may well be a 
year-round recreation building at Bur- 
bank Park. This was in the plans of the 


Parks and Recreation Department but 
got set aside, Hebert said, when the big 
push was on to buy Camp Onota. The 
purchase ultimately was rejected by the 
City Council on a close vote. . Hebert 
wants to revive the recreation-building 
project and seek matching funds from 
the Heritage Conservation and Recrea- 
tion Service of the U.S. Department of 
the Interior. Matching funds, he noted, 
were obtained from that agency’s prede- 
cessor, the Bureau of Outdoor Recrea- 
tion, when the city purchased the water 
rights to Onota.

Girls playing in Little League is not news 
anymore. In fact, many people are convinced 
that a girl of age 10, 11 or 12 can very easily 
compete with boys of the same age. But a 13- 
year-old girl, like Chris Ciepiela, is not usually 
expected to play on a par with 15-year-old boys 
in the same league, especially. when players 
have to first try out for and make a team with 
a limited enrollment. 

“T haven’t thought much about that,” Chris 
commented. after her first game Sunday. “I 
just knew J] wanted to play, went down and 
tried out, and I made it. It wasn’t any big deal 
at all.” | 

Her coach with the IUE team, Mike Mougin, 
said shortly after selecting Ciepiela that he was 
sincere in his choice. 

“Pll tell you right now I didn’t do it just for a 
lark, and I didn’t do it just to get some pub- 
licity,’’ Mougin commented. ‘‘She’s a very good 
ballplayer, and she’s going to help our team.” 

Mougin adds that Chris’s new teammates 
have accepted the first girl player very well. 
“That part of it’s gone better than I expected,”’ 
the IUE coach said. “‘Nobody’s given me any 
trouble,’’ Chris added. ‘There haven’t. been 
any problems at all.”’ | 

Chris started playing competitive baseball in 
the West Little League two years ago, wearing 
the uniform of.coach Jim Collins’s Connor 
Pharmacy team. Entering the league as an 11- 
year-old, Chris missed her first two years of 
Little League, and that can be a handicap to 
some youngsters. But she still played well 
enough to make the. West League’s all-star 
team last year, and played a key role as the 
team made the county semifinals before losing 
to Pittsfield South. 

Chris admits it meant a lot to her to become 
the city’s first female Little League all-star, 
but says this yéar is probably more significant. 
“I think this means a little bit more,” she said 
Sunday. “I think it was a little bit harde1 
making Babe Ruth.”’ 

Her first few weeks of practice as a Babe 
Ruth, player have gone fairly well. “I’d say 
that, defensively, she’s already one of the bet- 
ter players on our team,”’ Mougin commented 
last week. 

Her hitting hasn't been all that great — she 
was Called out on strikes twice Sunday — but 
neither Mougin or Ciepiela is overly ‘concerned.

The Pittsfield Nationals, who defeated the Pittsfield Ameri- 
cans in a special city playoff game last month, are the host 
team for the tournament. They will be joined by the Berkshire 
County champions, the South Berkshire League all-stars, who 
beat Dalton in the county championship final last Saturday. 
Since this is the first time the tournament has been held in the 
Berkshires, it also marks the first time that the county has 
had two entries — a champion and a host team. 

Other teams in the field are the District 2 champion, Am- 
herst, which defeated Longmeadow in the last of the district 
finals Monday night; the District 4 champ, Leominster; the 
District 5 titlist, the Burncoat League of Worcester; the Dis- 
trict 6 king, the Tom Ash League of Worcester, and the Dis- 
trict 7 winner, Blackstone, a town near the Rhode Island 
border in the southeastern part of the-state.

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The week that was

‘It started with a bang — players from seven 
teams all converging on the Pittsfield High 
cafeteria for welcoming festivities, a ham- 
burger, french fries and a Coke. 
_ And it ended on a high note as well — with 
state commissioner Larry Papagni presenting 
the championship trophy to manager Dick Con- 
rad of Leominster. 

In between those two points,’ the Western 
State 13-to-15-year-old Babe Ruth League base- 
ball tournament’s first visit to Pittsfield was 
marked by all sorts of emotions. The victories 
of Leominster, the heart-breaking defeats suf- 
fered by the host Pittsfield National team, and 
the excitement-as an underdog Blackstone club 
battled its way into the finals were just a few of 
the highlights as some of the best young base- 
ball talent in the state frolicked through five 
days of high drama at Wahconah Park. 

The annual Western State tournament is al- 
ways an exciting event. Yet this year, without 
the daily drives to Worcester and Greenfield, 
local fans could enjoy the colorful tournament 
even more. Many local families took visiting 
players into their homes for the week, city 
Babe Ruth officials suddenly became members 
of the state tournament hierarchy, and people 
in the Berkshires were able to see first hand 
the double-elimination classic which has be- 
come the focus of Babe Ruth League all-star 
play throughout the western half of the state. 


* * * * 


-The opening-day games set the tone for the 
tournament right from the start. The first 
game — between the Burncoat League of Wor- 
~eester and Amherst, went extra innings, 
largely because the Burncoat pitcher balked in 
the tying run in the sixth frame. Amherst won, 
3-2, in eight innings in what proved to be the 
only extra-inning game of the tournament. 

' Then came the ultimate contrast of emotions 
for Berkshire County fans. The Cinderella saga 
of the South Berkshire all-stars, fresh from 

their first county championship, met with a 
rude awakening as Leominster blasted the 
Great Barrington-based team 12-2. But at night, 
the Pittsfield Nationals, behind the solid pitch- 


ing of Chris Litty, delighted an estimated 


crowd of 800 with a 6-2 win over the Tom Ash 
all-stars of Worcester: 

The next day things took a turn for the 
worse. First came the pain of injury, as Am- 
herst’s ace pitcher, 6-foot-4 Scott Wilson, aggra- 
vated a back problem and had to leave the 
Saturday game in the second inning. His team 
went on to lose, 13-2. 

Then came the end of the line for South Berk- 
shire, which lost to Tom Ash on the second day 
of competition and bowed out of the tourna- 
ment. And then, just: as the feature game be- 
tween Pittsfield and Leominster was ready to 
go, lightning and heavy rains struck the park, 
knocking out the lights and making it clear to 
everybody that the game would have to be put 
off until Sunday. 

But next, on Sunday, came the game of the

tournament, as Leominster just nipped the Na- 
tionals 3-2 in a spectacular contest which saw 
Pittsfield come back from a 2-0 deficit only to 
lose in the final innings. The Nats came back to 
down Burncoat 8-3 that night but lost to Tom 
Ash the next day, and. suddenly they, too, were 
out of the tournament. 

Now, briefly, it was Blackstone’s turn to grab 
the spotlight, beating Tom Ash by a 3-2 count to 
gain the finals. And finally, came Leominster’s 
final victory, a 7-0 romp over Blackstone which 
wrapped up the tournament championship.

While team play sparkled throughout. the 
tourney, individual stars shone brightly as well. 
The tournament’s Most Valuable Player, 
Blackstone’s Paul Tichy (pronounced Tee-Hee, 
as in chuckle-chuckle) drew some attention be- 
cause of his name during the early rounds, but 
his bat drew the rave reviews as the tourna- 
ment went on.

bang-up job. 
And, most of all, so.had the kids. The brand 
of baseball, and the overall enthusiasm gener- 


ated by players and coaches alike had made it | 


a week to remember. 

Thanks to the tournament officials, all the 
committee members, and most of all, the play- 
ers, Pittsfield’s first Western State Tournament 
was a roaring success. | 

And, even though it feels good to have it over 
with, here’s hoping we don’t have long before 
the Western State tournament pays us a visit 
again.

Speed skating in Pittsfield, at one time a ma- 
jor winter sport, has fallen upon hard times 
and is in danger of being dropped. The Pitts- 
field Parks Speed Skating Club, which had 
about 40 members at one time and a couple of 
dozen skaters in competition, has only four 
competing skaters. 

Vin Hebert, superintendent of the Depart- 
ment of Parks and Recreation, ‘the club spon- 
sor, admits there is a lack of interest at the 
present time. 

“T don’t know whether it is temporary or per- 
manent,”’ Hebert said. ‘‘We planned to put on a 
push this winter to stimulate interest but the 
outdoor ice conditions have been so bad, we 
could not make a bona fide effort.” On two oc- 
casions before the season started, the Park De- 
partment arranged for free skating sessions at 
the Boys’ Club rink for anyone who was inter- 
ested in speed skating, but the response was 
weak. 

Hebert thinks some of the factors, which led 
to the decline in interest in the sport, were the 
advent of jynior hockey after the indoor rink 
was built at the Boys’ Club, the higher cost of 


travel, lack of continuous outdoor ice this win-. 


ter, and an increase in the number of activities 
available to the young people, including more 
sports for girls and programs -available at 
neighborhood community centers. - “ 

“T remember when we would take 20 to 25 
kids to a weekend meet,” Hebert said. “We 
would get cars from dealers. Now the liabilities 
and restrictions on dealers on the use of their 
cars and plates makes it impossible for them to 
donate transportation anymore.” 


Mrs. Carl Peaslee, who, with her husband, 

has held many offices in the local club and in 
the Northern New York State Speed Skating 
Association, thinks the blame rests with the 
parents. 
“Speed skating is @ family sport,” Mrs. 
Peasiee. said, ‘“‘and the parents do not want to 
spend that time taking their children to prac- 
tices and giving up their weekends taking them 
to meets.” 


Mrs. Peaslee said that travel expenses and. 


the expense of equipment should not be a factor 
as the club has many fund-raising activities 
available. :

' The Park Department people are going to as- 
sess the situation at the end of the season, He- 
bert said, and make a decision whether to keep 
the program going or to drop it.

NEW YORK (UPI) — He began 
with Travolta-like looks and a supply 
of baseball talent. He parlayed them 
into a contract to play for lots of 
money in his home town. 

Now 24-year-old Lee Mazzilli, center 
fielder for the New York Mets and a 
type Madison Avenue ad men dream 
about, wants something else. 

“The next thing is a World Series 
ring,” he said. ‘‘That’s the bottom line 
of baseball.” 

Unfortunately for Mazzilli, the Mets 


are the bottom line of the National - 


League’s Eastern Division. Barring a 
remarkable rally, they will finish last 
for the third straight year. They are 
drawing less than half the fans that 
the Yankees are attracting inthe 
same city. . 

“I’m not happy being in last place,” 
said Mazzilli. ‘‘I’d rather hit .240 and 
wear a World Series ring than hit .300 
and be in last place. It’s as simple as 
that. The objective of every ballplayer 
is to wear that ring.’’ 


- gyre than most other players, Maz- 
zil can do something about it. When 
he signed for a sum said to be close to 
$2 million over six years, the Mets tied 
up a cornerstone ballplayer through 
1984. He is flirting with the .300 mark 
this year and is continuing to improve. 
He drives in runs, can hit with power, 
and steals 20 bases a year. 

“He is the kind of ballplayer you 


like to build a club around,” said Joe 


Torre, the Mets manager. 

Just as important for management, 
the signing helped pacify the fans who

Rose. It also indicated that the club is 
not for sale, contrary to some reports.

The Brooklyn 
boy who wanted to stay home is now 
the ‘franchise.’ . 

“T’m overjoyed with what I got,” 
Mazzilli said, referring to his contract. 
“They treated me great.”

Mazzilli knows that Tom Seaver and 
Dave Kingman both experienced 
strained relationships with manage- 
ment and were eventually traded. 

“That’s over and done with,” Maz- 
zilli said. ‘‘I don’t know ‘what went on, 


that’s their personal reasons. Who 


knows what could have happened with 
my negotiations? | 

“As it turned out, it went great. And 
there was no bad press. There was 
nothing but positive press brought out 
all over and that’s what I’m looking 
for, for myself and for the balllcub.”’ 

Mazzilli never.lacked an enthusias- 
tic press. Being a switch-hitting center 
fielder helped. So did his ability to 
pick his spots. He broke in with two 
clutch home runs late in the 1976 sea- 
son. This year he hit a home run in his 
first All-Star game, making Met fans 
proud of their hero. 

“T’ve got one ring, my All-Star 
ring.” he said. ‘‘That’s something that 
no one can take away from me, be- 
cause I earned it and that means a lot 
to me.” 

After the All-Star game, however, 
Mazzilli slumped at the plate. The pa- 
pers talked about a plan to switch him 
from the outfield to first base. He 
started renegotiating his contract. 
Then one night came the low point. He 
was booed in Shea Stadium. 

“Everyone gets booed,” he said. 
“You just don’t want it to happen too 
often.” | | 

The boos lasted just one night, and 
shortly thereafter, he signed his con- 
tract. He then went out and snapped 
an 0-for-22 slump with a line single. 

“J think it (contract) played a part 
in the slump,” said Torre. ‘‘As far as 
how much, I don’t know. Whatever it 


_ was, it was enough to mess him up. 


You know, this game is tough enough 
to play when you’re 100 per cent and 
anything that takes your mind away 
from it has got to hurt. 

“Obviously it played a role in his 
slump. Thank God it’s over.” 


Mazzilli looked at the slump as an- 


other challenge, a way of making him 
a better ballplayer. : 

“T feel I’m having a good year,”’ he 
said. ‘I’m playing well. Everyone 
goes into slumps. That’s gonna hap- 


pen. Maybe the contract could have’ 


been part of it. I make no alibis for 
myself or any excuses at all. I got a 
clear head now. I go out and play ball. 

“T would go out and play ball even if 
it was still going on. You got to be a 
professional athlete and that’s what 
I’m getting paid to do, play ball.” 

Despite the drive that consumes him 
on the field, Mazzilli is enjoying the 
glamour that surrounds him off it. He 
answers honestly when someone ‘asks 
what it feels like to be young, dark, 
handsome, rich, and in the National 
League.

“T don’t know how it feels. It’s a ' 


tough question to answer. The media’s 
got to answer that question. I’m just 
gonna go out and enjoy life because 
I’m lucky. I thank the good Lord — he 
gave me the abilty to play this game 
and I’ve been in the right place at the 
right time. 

“T’ve got a beautiful family behind 
me. They stand behind me one hun- 
dred per cent. And that’s something 
that no one can take away from me, 
even if I’m out of baseball tomorrow. 
I’m happy, and that’s the thing. My 
family always says to me, ‘If you're 
happy, and.if you enjoy what you're 
doing, that’s all you can ask for.’ 

“And I’m happy, and I enjoy it. And 
I enjoy playing this game, and I guess 
that can sum it all up.”’
